She is the personal emissary of a lot of Andover people who join 
the Red Cross each year in order that that work may continue, in 
addition to the large amount of work that the national Red Cross 
does, here and abroad. This year the Andover quota is $5500, Last 
year in Andover alone some $4500 was spent in community service. 

The war has brought a greater need for the work of the Red Cross 
and this need has been filled in part by local groups of women who 
have been sewing weekly for the unfortunate people of war-torn 
Europe. A total of 5083 garments were made for these people last 
year by the local groups, working often under conditions that were 
not too conducive to even a semi-pleasant afternoon and sometimes 
with government-provided cloth that hardly deserved to be called 
cloth. But they have kept at it week after week, and underwear, 
sweaters, socks, dresses, suits and many other types of garments 
have continued to pour out of Andover headed for devastated Europe. 

And there'll be a new problem this year. Within a short time thous- 
ands of America’s young men will be in camps and training stations 
all over the country, and the Red Cross will be handling many things 
destined to make life happier for these young men.

byes” were said.

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We Vote for a Lottery 


How many Andover voters really knew that 
they were voting for gambling as a means for fi- 
nancing governmental programs last week? It’s 
true. A total of 2581 voters of Andover went to 
the polls and voted to instruct the Senator from 
this district “to vote for the establishment of a 
lottery to be conducted by the Commonwealth, 
which shall be known as the Old Age Assistance 
Sweepstakes, the net proceeds of which shall pro- 
vide additional revenue for the Old Age Assist- 
ance fund.” 


Honestly, it’s true. It is hard to believe, but 
Andover really did vote to have Senator Frank 
Babcock go down to the state house and say, “I’m 
in favor of this lottery.” It wasn’t a majority of the 
voters who went to the polls, but it was a majority 
of those who voted on that particular question, and 
that’s what counts. There were 6177 ballots cast 
here in town. Of this number 2581 voted in favor 
of the lottery, 1698 against it—and here’s the 
really significant figure: 1898 failed to vote! 

Is that Democracy? The referendum was 
adopted in this State as a super-refinement of De- 
mocracy, a means by which each of us could ex- 
press our views on legislation. But what hap- 
pened? Was this example of last week a showing 
of Democracy at its best? Or was it just another 
of those well-intended ideas that have gone to- 
ward making Democracy an unwieldy form of 
government ? 

Democracy demands that persons know what 
they are voting about. ( )bviously very few, whether 
they voted “Yes” or “No” or just didn’t vote, had 
any idea of the arguments pro and con of a state 
lottery. We elect Senators and Representatives to 
think these things over and to act for us, to repre- 
sent us, on matters which we have little time or 
capabilities to act on ourselves. When we put a 
question about a state lottery on the ballot, we are 
admitting that we didn’t elect representatives or 
senators whom we think capable of handling this 
problem, and certainly if we are unable to vote 
right on the names on the ballot, we are totally 
unable to vote correctly on a question away down 
on the ballot, ; 

We must streamline Democracy in order to 
make it effective, and that means we've got to drop 
many of the ideas that have gone to making De- 
mocracy top-heavy, The shorter the ballot, the 
better able we are to act intelligently, and if we 
do that, those whom we select to represent us will 
be a more intelligent lot, able to answer of them- 
selves the questions which we now put on the 
ballot, 

[ere in Andover we have elected Frank D. Bab- 
cock as our senator, Ey Collins, Ray Schlapp and 
Harold Pedler as our representatives, Their job 
will be to study these legislative matters, and they 
are well enough qualified to act wisely for us. 
There is no need to take matters out of their h 
and let thousands of

Should Be a Cut 

No sooner was Franklin D. Roosevelt sure of 
another four years in office than he had his See- 
retary of the Treasury make an announcement, 
one of the most stupendous in the history of 
United States Government finance, When Mr. 
Roosevelt first took office after having criticized 
the Republican administration for going into debt 
the actual debt of the United States was very low. 
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In the first seven years he piled it up, and when 
the war crisis came, he found it necessary to ask 
Congress to increase the debt limit from the then 
$46,000,000,000 to $49,000,000,000, mainly be- 
cause his previous peace-time expenditures had 
gone so out of hand that the treasury was unable 
to cope with the crisis. 

And now President Roosevelt, who didn’t tell 
us this before the election, has asked for an in- 
crease of $26,000,000,000—twenty-six billion dol- 
lars—in the debt limit. That's more than a 50% 
increase ! 

The question that’s going to face Congress is 
this: shall we grant this increase, or shall we hold 
him up on it? The answer can only be this: if such 
a huge increase is necessary to make this country 
strong enough to defend it against any possible 
combination of totalitarian powers, just let it go 
through as fast as possible and let’s get on with 
the job of making the United States the strongest 
power in the world. BUT—let’s never forget that 
this process is going to make a great many changes 
in American life, that the hardest part of it all is 
going to be not making the United States strong 
but returning it to normalcy afterwards, and that 
therefore as little should be spent on other things 
as possible during this crisis. 

Yes, we'll spend billions for defense, but let’s 
not spend a cent for tribute to politicians or any- 
body else who wants to see his friends lodged in 
a safe political job. Let us remember that the pro- 
cess of making America militaristically strong is 
going to take a million men from private life and 
put them into the army. That’s going to mean a 
million jobs vacant. Certainly this huge gap in 
private life can be taken up by those now on the 
W.P.A., C.C.C., and the other governmental re- 
lief agencies. Furthermore, the manufacturing of 
planes, tanks, munitions, clothes for soldiers, and 
a million other things is going to take many more 
off the unemployed list, directly or indirectly. 
There should be no reason at all why a penny 
should have to be spent for relief of able-bodied 
men and women, That is an item that can come 
right out of the budget. 

There should be so many employed in the army 
and in defense manufacturing that we may even 
have to dip into the list of persons for whom jobs 
were made in governmental life. They should he 
taken away from these made jobs and put to work, 
A strong America has no place for parasites. 
There will be no need for passing out free blankets, 
free food, ete., even before an election. 

Congress can so cut down expenditures as to 
make quite a sizable contribution to defense fi- 
nancing. That is their duty ; that is the President's 
duty. When this war is at an end, the world is 
going to be in an awful mess. Win or lose, if the 
United States is in a financial mess, it will be ill 
able to restore the world to th

Four 
of them were chosen by judges 
Miss Miriam Putnam, Miss Cath- 
erine Barrett and Rev. A. Graham 
Paldwin as especially outstanding 
and excerpts from each will give a 
good idea of the clear thinking) of 
our local young Americans. 

The Veterans of Foreign Wars 
sponsored the essay contest at their 
annual \Armistice day observance 
and Miss Barbara Pullen and Lu- 
cille Nollet, both seniors at Pun- 
chard, and honor students as well, 
were the winners of first and sec- 
ond prizes while Virginia Stevens, 
junior honor student, and Clifford 
Stowers, junior, won third and 
fourth prizes, 

Barbara Pullen’s essay on What 
I May Do In The Present Crisis 
turns away from the escapist way 
of avoiding present day trouble 
and takes a typically American 
“about face’ method of seeking 
out ithe difficulties and doing some- 
thing about them. She sail in part: 

“During the past few days in the 
heated excitement of ithe cam- 
paigns and elections, the Europe- 
an crisis hag temporarily been 
forced into the background, but 
now it again looms before us— 
dark and ominous. When we con- 
sider ‘the cruel, heartless invasions: 
of Hitler and his colleagues and 
the threat of dictators to control 
the :world, and when we consider 
even the possibility of a war into 
which the United States may be 
drawn, we are greatly moved and 
with a shudder try to shake off the 
unpleasant thoughts. But it can- 
not be done; the future is too 
vivid, too close. Therefore, we must 
try to do all that is physically and 
mentally possible, in order to help 
in this awful crisis, 

“Yet each Person feels that he 
is merely one individual—one out of 
millions. What can he do to help? 
And more important still, just 
what is it that needs to be done?” 

Among the things to be done 
and for individuals to do, Miss 
Pullen listed such things as aid to 
England by contributions of money, 


clothing, bandages, by a well- 
talked-up “help Britian” campaign 
and by Writing to congressmen
